Then came the .latrjnail "offering',,' 
opportunity for the government to 
encourage the aviation, industry,. ;"Air 
mail contracts give the' industry an 
opportunity to bid and when they 
know exactly what income they can 
expect they can go khead with air- 
plane construction to take care of 
the government's needs. Commercial 
transportation is still in its infancy 
but the example of the government 
is being watched by industry general- 
ly in the hope that the airplane will 
some day furnish a means for carry- 
ing: fast freight.

THE TROUBLE IN ROUMANIA 
Is Roumania heading toward a dic- 


tatorship? Cable dispatches from 
Paris 


and Bucharest seem to indicate that it is. 
A great struggle is going on behind the 
scenes for the succession, and it will come 
to a head immediately upon the death of 
King Ferdinand and possibly before. This 
struggle is between two factions: 
One 


representing a continuation of thc Haps- 
burg dynasty, and thc other the power 
acquired and held by Ion Bratiano. 
He 


and his brothers are credited with having 
usurped the regal authority already, and 
to have made of Ferdinand a puppet rul- 
er. 
They have so manipulated politics 


that they have a strong parliamentary fol- 
lowing. Those having an inside knowl- 
edge 
of Roumanian, -affairs 
believe 


Bratiano means to openly place himself 
at the head of the government, either on 
the throne or as a dictator, when the 
dynastic crisis culminates. Bratiano is a 
radical and in recent years he has caused 
to be issued decrees and the enactment of 
laws offensive to the royal 
family, to 


royal ideas and even to other nations. One 
of these acts, the mining law, brought a 
protest from the United States. But the 
king has been forced to sign on the dotted 
line regardless of his wishes or views, or 
take the consequences, and the conse- 
quences he could not risk. 


Queen Marie has been struggling 


against this cabal for years. She sought 
to-meet it a couple of years ago when she 
tgok Ferdinand to Paris and London in 
an effort to awaken sympathy.for the rul- 
ing dynasty in those important capitals, 
and to protect herself 
financially with 


loans to Roumania. She was unsuccess- 


ful. It is intimated that Bratiano was re- 
sponsible. That she came to America for 
the purpose of arousing American senti- 
ment in favor of Roumania and the royal 
government there can be no doubt; in 
fact, she herself stated this to be her pur- 
pose. Whether she sough' or secured 
loans is incidental. She went back hur- 
riedly both because of the king's illness 
and of a critical political situation. Queen 
Marie means to keep her hand on the 
helm in the event of a regency. "" Her 
daughters, 
while arrayed against her 


political aspirations, are \yith her-as 
against Bratiano. The king has summon- 
ed Prince Carol to return and reclaim the 
succession which he renounced, being 
automatically banished from Roumania 
for ten years. Carol, with a weakness for 
women outside the royal 
court, 
and 


whose executive ability has yet to be 
demonstrated, replies that he will go back- 
on the condition that Professor 
Jorga 


may be made prime minister. 
Professor 


Jorga responds with a refusal unless 
Carol agrees to take back 
Princess 


Helena and live with her and his family 
as a husband should. 


Jorga is a leader of the democrats. He 


is a progressive but not a revolutionist 
Carol is popular with the peasantry and 
with thc army. It is a strong combina- 
tion. Against it is thc power and finesse

all nations have had the opportunity 
to woik out their destinies afresh, up- 
on an all but empty continent, \\hcrc 
virgin soil would yield rich crops, 
where mineral resources were to pa 
the -dreams of men in wealth, whose 
broad.-expanse was to furnish opportun- 
ities for the humblest to win for him- 
self" a home and, mayhap, a fortune. 
Ctlicr nations have been set to work- 
out a national life crowded into small 
areas, upon soil long since 
impover- 


ished, with resources puny in compar- 
ison to nature's lavish endowments for 
America. 
When we think of those who should 


be our friends across the seas, we are 
apt to think of them as a turbulent 


lot, whose politics are forever in a 
state of disturbance, whose govern- 
ments do not follow the orderly and 
settled course of democratic progress. 
We arc apt to forget that there was a 
umo when t.\c United States was not 
a },ymbol for political order and stabil- 
ity. Three governments were formed 
within a period of fifteen years,—the 
revolutionary government of- the con- 
tinental Congress, the Confederation, 
and the government under the Consti- 
tution. The second was impotent and 
disappeared before the third was es- 
tablished. The third was set up by a 
narrow margin and \\ilh two of the 
.states reluctant to join. Shay's Rebel- 
lion showed the feebleness of.the Con- 
federation and the Whiskey Rebellion 
the weakness of the new administra- 
tion. Foreign nations treated us with 
scant respect. Talk of disunion and 
separation was rife for three-quarters 
of a century and came to a climax in 
the greatest civil war in history. A 
leaded in the establishment of the gov- 
"rnmfjit. th" h".n'3 of !}>o army. V 
shot by a man who came within a 
hair's breadth of being president! The 
man who wrote the Declaration of In- 
dependence and fie man who made it 
a reality by military effort could not 
acrce and work together. 


When we think of our neighbors in 


other nations, our minds turn to the 


debts they owe and do not pay. Coming 
in on the train the other night I heard 
a good citizen of Applcton denounce 
the nations of Europe as "wclchcrs" 
who do not wlbh to meet their obliga- 
tions. It is easy to forget, now that 
we arc a creditor power, that through 
nearly all our history we have been 
debtors. There was a time, after a long 
and exhausting war. when the United 
States paid no interest, and defaulted 
in the payment of principal when it 
was due. There was a time, after the 
Revolution, \vhcn the currency of the 
United States went the way of the 
mark and the franc and was used by 
wags .to decorate dogs in the street. 
Some of our states deliberately repudi- 
ated obligations they are well able to. 
but will not. pay. 


These thoughts should not make us 


think meanly of our forefathers. We 
owe them a debt of love and gratitude. 
We should feel more sympathetic to- 
ward peoples \\hosc paths now are as 
thorny n? o'jr" vpn* (JiT. whoso !:v«*s 
are cramped by heritage and environ- 
ment, and blighted by the overwhelm- 
ing grief of the war. whose hearts beat 
as warm as ours, whose dreams are as 
fair as our own. whose hopes arc just 
as real, and who yearn for the time 
that prophecy of nearly two thousand 
years ago i-hall be made real by our

He had 
boarded the Ponco de Leon at West 
Palm Beach.\ 


CAME WITHOUT WARNING 


"The crash came at 8:40 p. m. en- 


tirely without warning ajid while our 
tiam was making about fifty miles an 
hour," said Mr. Gillespie. "I was In the 
second car behind the diner and every 
person in our car was thrown to th« 
floor. The Impact was terrific and the 
trajn jerked and groaned and creaked. 


"There was a great crunching, 


crashing sound and windows caved in 
almost tho length of the car. If the 
brakes on our train were applied it 
was at the very moment of the crash. 


"As spon as I realized what had hap- 


pened. T got out and began investigat- 
ing the damage and how it all hap- 
pc-ucd. Tho fireman of a. freight train 
which was on the siding told me that 
the Ponce de Lwn had sped toward his 
train and the oncoming Royal Palm, 
which was around a blight bend, an'! 
that as the Ponce de Leon approached 
the freight, her engineer saluted the 
freight engineer, realizing that for some 
reason the northbound train was un- 
aware of the existence of the other. 
Soundbound immediately signalled to 
.him to make an emergency stop. It 
v\as too late, however, and the crash 
resulted a. few seconds Jater. Mr. Gil- 
lespie then climbed along the 15-foot 
embankment on which the train rested 
and In ankle deep mud gained the cars 
ahead. 


THROUGH DINING CAR 


"The day coach was virtually driven 


through the dining car and telescoped 
almost the entire length, with its top 
extending several feet above the top of 
the diner.' 'Mr. Gillespie went on. "The 
lights in the diner were out and be- 
cause of the extreme darkness 
and 


pouring rain it was impossible to see 
inside, but it took but one glance to 
prove that death had stalked heavily. 
I gathered two or three uninjured mc'n 
and commandeered 
aa 
automobile 


which had stopped in passing and w e 
went into Rockmart for aid." 


At Rockmart Mr. Gillcspte enlisted 


doctors and nurses and with relief re- 
quested from Rome, Atlanta and other 
cities, returned to the wreck. Bonfires 
were lighted from wreckage and cloth- 
ing both for purposes of light and 
warmth. 


SCENES OF HORROR 


. "The uninjured and the people of 
Rockmart soon cooperated in the work 
of rescue," he said. ."Lives had to be 
saved, and it -vas the injured that we 
worked after."

As light was made available scenes 


of horror greeted the eye, Mr. Gillespie 
said. 


"From two windows of the wrecked 


diner. I saw terribly torn parts of 
two Xegro waiters 
bodies 
hanging, 


their white coats smeared witl. blood. 
From another window we draggeaijthe 
decapitated body of an apparently mid- 
dle aged white woman. Two tots who 
expected to greet Santa Claus no 
doubt, were so badly crushed that 
identification will be almost impossl 
ble. Through one window of the diner 
we saw a. man still seated at his chair 
at the table. 
Apparently 
he was 


only dazed. We got him out 
some- 


how and found his body had been sev- 
ered just below-the waist." 


DINER OF STEEL 


Tho diner was split down the mid- 


dip and the day coach had been forced 
down that split with its top overlap- 
ping the divided roof the diner. By 
way of emphasizing the force of the 
impact Mr. Gillespie pointed out that 
the dining-car was one of modern all 
steel construction. 


"When I came on to Atlanta on this 


train," said Mr. Gillespie in conclu- 
sion, "I looked back at the workers 
under the flickering red glare of the 
fuses and lanterns and thought of the 
heroism of those who had worked the 
greater part of the night and were 
not yet ready to stop, for reasons they 
had never seen It will cost many the en 
joyment of Christmas for they will 
be worn out soon. I cannot say too 
much for them." 


Answering a final question Mr. Gil- 


lespie said he believed they had left 
about 12 dead in Rockmart and prob- 
ably a half dozen more in the wreck- 
age. 
The total injured he estimated 


at thirty five or forty, "and possibly 
a dozen of these cannot live," he said.

Q.—How are Inheritance taxes ap-

A.—The county retains 7J,j percent 


and remits to the state the balance of 
92 % per cent less the- fees of the ad- 
ministrator, 


Q.—Are none of the 
inheritance 


taxes -returned -to cities, toxvns 
\ niages? 


A.—Xo. None. 


INCOME TAXES 


Q.—How- «bout income taxes? 


source of revenue. For the year «nd 
ing June SO, 1915. JS,922,917 were col 
Iccted in normal income taxes, bonus 
surtaxes and 
teachers' 
retirement 


surtaxes. 


Q—How are income taxes appor- 


tioned? 


A.—Until the session of 1925. nor- 


mal income taxes 
from the time 


when tho income tax law was first 
passed in 3911. were apportioned on 
the basis of 10 per cent to the state, 
20 per cent to the county and 70 per 
cent to ;I:c aty. town or village. But 
when the new tax law was passed in 
1925. the county's share was reduced 
from 20 per cent to 10 per cent and 
the city's share from 70 per cent to 
50 per cent: while the state's share 
was increased from 10 per cent to 40 
per cent. 


Q.—Why was the old basis of ap- 


portionment changed, so as to de- 
crease the city's and county's shares 
and increase the state's share? 


A.—So the state could get more rev- 


enuo from income- taxes -and be able 
to reduce or avoid entirely the nec- 
essity of levying a state general 
property tax. 


Q.—Is this a good thing or a bad 


thing? 


A.—It is a gad thing, because it 


lets the state shift tho- responsibility 
for general property taxes from the 
slate government, and forces it on the 
local governments. 
PERSONAL, PROPERTY OFFSET 
Q.—Is there a personal property off- 


set? 


A.—Xo. 
Until the enactment of 


the 1923 tax law, a personal property 
tax receipt could be used to pay in- 
come taxes, but the new law repeal- 
ed this provision. Now the taxpayer 
must pay both a personal property 
tax. and an income tax. 


Q.—What was the effect of the re- 


peal property offset? 


A.—It increased the cash revenue 


from income taxes approximately 40 
percent, possibly more. 


Q.—Who gets this increased reve- 


nue from income taxes? 


A.—Tho state. By decreasing 
the 


percentage paid to counties, towns, 
cities and villages and by increasing 
the percentage paid to the state from 
10 per cent to 40 per cent, the state 
gets practically all the increased rev- 


me. 
AUTOMOBILE LICENSE FEES 
Q.—What other important sources 


of tax revenue does the state have? 


A.—The state also collects certain 


occupational taxes, but much more 
important -sources are automobile li- 
cense fees and the gasoline tax. 


Q.—What do the automobile license 


fees amount to? 


A.—For the year ending June 30, 


1925, the state collected in automo- 
bile license fees, S7.S1S.697. 


Q.—Who gets these license fees? • 
A.—The state. 
Q.—Are none of these returned to 


the cities, towns and villages?-' 


A.—Xo. But under certain condi- 


tions-a small amount of maintenance 
is fallowed cities for streets connect- 
ing-state highways. Out of the $7,- 
S1S.697 collected for the year "ending 
June 30, 1925, the state returned to 
the localities $166,506. 


THE GASOLINE TAX 


Q.—Who collects the gasoline tax? 
A.—The state. 
Q.—What does this tax amount to? 
A.—Exact figures are not available 


yet for a full year, but the amount is 
reliably estimated at ?5,500,000 for 
the last year. 


Q.—Then in motor vehicle license 


fees and. the gasoline tax, the state 
will collect $13.000,000 a year?' 


A.—Tes, it will annually 
exceed 


that amount. 


Q.—Are none of the gasoline taxes 


returned to the cities, towns and vil- 
lages? 


A.—The towns receive $25 a mile 


for town roads; villages receive $25 a 
mile for village streets; and cities of 
the 4th class receive $50, cities of the 
3rd class $100, cities of the 2nd class 
$150, and cities of the 1st class $200 
per mile for city streets not parts of 
the state highway system, 
_ 


Q.—Does this amount to a substan- 


tial aid to cities and villages? 


A.—Xo. Compared to the amount 


which cities and villages contribute, 
this aid is insignificant. Although 
over half of the motor vehicles in the 
state are owned by residents of cities 
and villages, and although the assess- 
ed valuation of these cars is twice 
that of rural cars, cities and villages 
contributing considerably more than 
half of the total revenue of $13.000,- 
000, the state returned last year, to 
all tho cities of the state, less than 
|410,000 in these mileage aids. 


Q.—Do the- counties set 
material 


aid from these funds? 


A.—Yes. For 
the 
year ending 


June 30, 1925. the counties received 
S5,S41,333 in state aid from tho high- 
way fund. 


Q.—If cities and villages receive no 


material share of the automobile li- 
cense fees and the gasoline tax, how 
do they pay for their streets? 


A.—They have to pay 
for them 


from tho general fund and levy a 
general property 
tax to rasse the 


money, or levy special assessments 
against the abutting property, or both. 


Q.—Does this not make local taxes 


high? 


A.—Tes, The motor vehicle has 


added enormously to the cost of local 
government. 
Before the growth of 


the automobile, cities 
could build 


macadam pavements at 75c to $1 a 
yard that would last ten years. 
Un- 


der present day motor traffic such 
pavements would not last a month. 
Tho automobile has forced cities to 
build pavements which cost from $3 
to $6 a yard to withstand the traffic. 
It has forced «*lMps and vlllaa-es to 
build wider pavements to provide for 
parking, to add trafllc officers, to in- 
stall traffic devices, and has added to 
tho cost of local government in many 
wavs. 


Q.—Should not the motor vehicle 


bear a part of this increased cost? 


A.—Tes. That is the theory on 


which tho license fee and gasoline 
tax arc based. 


Q.—Should not this theory apply to 


city and -ullage streets the same as 
to state and county roads? 


A.—Yes, it certainly should. 
Q.—Th<>n why is not a reasonable 


and I portion of this $13,000,000 which 
is 


jannually rcccUcd from automobile li- 
cense fees and the gasoline tax re- 
turned to the towns, cities and 
Ml- 


la^os. to help rcho\p the local ta.\- 


A. — Income taxes are an important i payer of this enormous cost of build- 


ing and 
maintaining streets 
and 


roads? 


A.—Because the slate has adopted 


tho policy of Keeping these and other 
tax revenues so it will not have to 
le\y a general property tax, cither 
for highway or other state purposes. 
It prefers to keep all these moneys, 
even though a part of them properly 
should bo returned to tho localities, 
and to make the localities levy the 
property taxes, rather than levy 
a 


state property tax and bo held re- 
sponsible by the taxpaycis 
for 
its 


expenditure. 
"NO STATE T.^X" MISLEADING 
Q.—In view of the answers to all 


these questions, is not the statement 
that "there is no state tax," this 
3. car a little misleading? 


A.—Tes, it is certainly misleading. 


The average citizen does not know 
about all these corporation and other 
special taxes. 
When 
ho is told 


"there is no state tax," he thinks 
the state 
government is getting 


economical and is getting along with 
lets money, while, as a matter of fact, 
tho state collects more money in tax- 
es an dexpends more money year af- 
ter year. 


Q.—Is tho stato 
collecting 
less 


money in taxes of all kinds? 


A.—Xo. Excluding the 
Soldiers' 


Bonus taxes collected in 1920, the 
state collected more money in taxes of 
all kinds last year than in any year 
in its history. 
Its 
tax 
revenues 


have increased fiom $11.403,040 for 
tho year ending June 30, 1916, to ?2S.- 
135,412 for the year ending Juno 30, 
1925. 


STATE AIDS 


Q.—Does tho state spend all this 


money for state government? 


A.—Xo. Some of it is used to pay 


state aids. 


Q.—What do 
these state 
aids 


amount to? 


A.—For the year ending June 30. 


1925, tho total state aids amounted to 
$12,103,550, of which $6,008,439 were 
for highway aids. 


Q.—How are these aids distributed? 
A.—Of the above 
512,103.850 
in 


aids, $7.540,020 were paid to coun- 
ties. $4.397,324 were paid to schools, 
and $166,506 were paid to municipali- 
ties. 


Q.—Are these state aids a good 


thing? 


A.—Sometimes they arc a good 


.hing but sometimes they arc a. bad 
thing. In the case of highways, un- 
questionably stato aid is necessary, 
nit in some cases these state aids 
lave had the effect of inducing local- 
ties to spend more money than they 
should for various purposes. In order 
not to lose the state aid, counties and 
cities have frequently been compelled 
to spend more money than the needs 
warrant. 


CONSTITUTIONAL PROVISION 
Q.—Did the farmers of ths state 


constitution intend that the state 
government should be financed in this 
way by special taxes and fees? 


A.—Xo. Section 5 of Article 8 of 


the Wisconsin constitution provides: 
'The legislature shall provide for an 
annual tax sufficient to defray 
the 


estimated expense of the state each 
year." 


Q.—What kind of a tax did this pro- 


vision of the constitution mean? 


A.—A general property tax levied 


on. real and personal property. Gen- 
eral property 
taxes and poll taxes 


were ths only kinds of taxes in gen- 
eral uso at that time in the various 
at"3. 


TAXATION. ECONOMY AND 


POLITICS 


Q.—What is the effect on the state 


government and its taxation system 
of the policy of attempting to 
fi- 


nance the state wholly by means of 
special taxes, avoiding the levy of a 
general property tax? 


A.—It has a tendency to increase 


the cot>t of state government and to 
Involve the tax system in politics. 


Q.—"Why does it tend to increase 


the cost of state government? 


A.—Because any government which 


does not have to answer to the tax- 
payers for the money which it spends 
always tends to spend more money 
and to be more extravagant than a 
government which does have to justi- 
fy every dollar of expenditure to the 
taxpayers who provide the 
funds. 


The official who gets his money from 
a small group of taxpayers but is 
elected by another and much larger 
group of voters is not apt to be so 
careful in his expenditures as the- of- 
ficial who gets his money from and Is 
elected by the same group of taxpay- 
ers. 


Q.—Does this policy also have a 


tendency to increase the number of 
state activities as well as the expen- 
ditures? 


A.—Tes. Every department wants 


to make a showing. The tendency is 
to try to do more things, to make 
more regulations, and more inspec- 
tions, and to spend more money, so 
long as the electors do not have to 
pay the bill by direct tax. 


If the state government had to fi- 


nance all its activities by a general 
property tax, there arc many state 
activities that would be discontinued. 


Q.—Why has this policy of financ- 


ing the state government from special 
taxes involved our whole tax system 
in politics? 


A.—Because under that policy, tax 


legislation is based on political ex- 
pendiency. The most effective cam- 
paign argument is reduction in taxes. 
Tho tax which touches, the greatest 
number of voters is tho general prop- 
erty tax. That administration which 
can reduce this general property tax 
has a popular campaign argument. 
If the state by absorbing all the 
special taxes, by keeping the portions 
which should go to local units of gov- 
ernment, can get enough money so 
that it can avoid the necessity of 
levying a- general property tax, then 
it has a far more powerful campaign 
argument. In other words, if the tax 
system can be so manipulated that 
tho state sets nil its revenues from 
these special taxes and docs not have 
to levy a general property tax, thus 
taking away thc.so special taxes from 
the local governments and making 
the local governments levy the gener- 
al property taxes, then the state can 
shift the blame for high taxes, in 
the minds of the .-voters, from the 
state, to the localities. Candidates for 
the state 
office can RO out on the 


campaign and y.-iy 
to 
lh« \otcrs: 


"Why! It isn't the .talc government 
that makes your t.4j>cs high. There 
is no state tax this \car. 
If you 


wish to reduce jour taxc«>. KO to your 
cities, or your villages. It's your lo- 


cal government that makes your taxes 
high. The stato is collecting no gen- 
eral property tax this year." 


Q.—Was that why the city's and 


county's shares of the income tax 
wcro reduced and the state's share 
was quadrupled by the tax law of 
1925? 


A.—Tes. That 
was 
undoubtedly 


the most important reason. 
Where- 


over such a policy prc\ails. every 
proposed tax law will be scrutinized 
most carefully to see what its effect 
will be on the largest number of vot- 
ers. 
THE EFFECT ON LOCAL TAXES 


Q.—what effect has this system of 


financing 
tho 
state 
government 


wholly from special taxes had on lo- 
c: 1 taxes? 


A.—It has increased local taxes. 
Q.—How has it increased local tax- 


es? 


A.—AVhen railroad, telephone, and 


similar properties ore assessed and 
taxed by the state, and the taxtfs kept 
by the state, those properties are om< 
itted from the local assessment roll. 
This decreases tho total assessed valu 
ation of tho city or village by just the 
amount of the assessed valuation of 
these properties which are taken off. 
In order to raise tho same amount of 
taxes, the city or village must raise 
the assessed valuation of other prop- 
erty to make up for this loss, or it 
must increase the tax rate. 
' 


When a part of the locality's share 


of ths income tax is taken away and 
given to the state, so the state will 
not have to levy a general property 
tax, the locality must make up for 
the loss by increasing 
its general 


property tax. °\Vhen all the automo- 
bile license fees arc kept by the state, 
and practically all of the gasoline 
tax, then localities must build and 
maintain streets and roads from other 
forms of taxes. 


Q.—Then if the state were partly 


financed by a general property tax as 
the constitution contemplated, and 
the proper share of special taxes re- 
turned, the local taxes could be reduc- 
ed, could they? 


A.—Certainly. If a proper and rea- 


sonable share of tho railroad, tele- 
graph, insurance, and other corpora- 
tion taxes, and of the automobile li- 
cense fees and the gasoline tax were 
returned to the localities, the local 
taxes could be very materially _. re- 
duced. But tins would mean that the 
state would have to levy a general 
property tax to raise a part of ats rev- 
enue, and this the state does not 
want to do. State officials want to be 
able to campaign on a "no state tax" 
basis. 


APPORTIONMENT OF SPECIAL 


TAXES 


Q.—Should towns, villages and ci- 


ties receive a share of railroad and 
other taxes? 


A.—Yes, theoretically they should 


receive their fair share. The locality 
Turnishes the police and fire protec- 
tion. It provides the streets for ac- 
cess to. their properties 
and lights 


them. It provides the water supply 
and the sewer connection. AH the 
services which the city performs for 
its citizens, it also performs for these 
companies. Every reason why the 
janker, the merchant, or any busi- 
ness man should pay local taxes ap- 
plies with equal force to the railroad 
company, the express company, the 
insurance company, and to all of these 
corporations taht are subject to a 
special tax and that have been ex- 
empted from local taxation. 


Q.—Why have these various busi- 


nesses been selected 
and assessed 


and taxed by the state? 


A.—Because their properties lie in, 


and their business extends to many 
municipalities. 
Only the state can 


assess the business as a whole. But 
because the stato can assess the prop- 
erty as a whole, better than the local 
assessors, i& no reason why the state 
should keep all the taxes. The coun- 
ty clerks and the city clerks can col- 
lect state taxes along with state treas- 
urer, and they always have, but that 
is no reason why the counties and 
cities should keep all the state taxes. 


Q.—^Why does tho state return 
a 


portion of sonic of these special tax- 
es and not others? 


A.—For no reason at all, except 


that that is what tho law provides. 
Theoretically, there is no more rea- 
son why the state should retain all 
of the railroad, telegraph, 
express 


and freight line taxes, than that it 
should keep all of the street railway, 
telephone, or public utility taxes. 
If 


it is right and fair that the state 
should return 
65 per cent of 
the 


street railway taxes and 85 per cent 
of the telephone taxes to the localities 
in which they are located, should it 
not return a reasonable share, say 
65 per cent or 70 per cent of the rail- 
road, express and telegraph and oth- 
er special taxes? 


Practically, there might be some dif- 


ficulties in carrying out this principle 
under our present system. The. Wis- 
consin Tax Commission has developed 
an efficient and equitable system of 
assessing the property of transporta- 
tion companies. If. the- taxes were to 
bo apportioned on 
this 
basis, 
it 


might necessitate a different method 
of assessment. 
Instead of assessing 


the busincs as a 
whole it 
might 


have to be assessed in each assess- 
ment district. 
But the same object 


can be accomplished by segregating 
the sources. If all the revenues from 
tho taxation of railroads and similar 
transportation companies arc retain- 
ed by the state, then a commensurate 
amount of the 
taxes from 
other 


sources, such as tho income sfnd gaso- 
line taxes, should bo returned to the 
localities to preserve the above ratio 
of apportionment. 


Q.—Is there not a danger, should 


the need for state revenue become 
sufficiently pressing, that tho state 
will try-to keep all of these taxes? 


A.—That is always a danger, as in 


the case of tho amendment of the in- 


m« tax law at tho last session of the 


legislature. So long as tho state can 
take tax revenues away from the loc- 
callties 
and divert them into the 


stato treasury, just so long can it 
postpone the necessity of levying a 
general property tax, and can contin- 
ue to use the "no state tax" campaign 
slogan. 
1HE SHIFTING OF SPECIAL TAX- 


ES 


Q.—Then the fact that the state 


docs not levy a general property tax 
does not mean that the people pay 
less tax-cs? 


A,—Xo. In 
the- end, it usually 


means that they have to pay more. 


Q.—Why is that? 
A.—Tho taxes that are levied on 


the railroads, the public utilities, and 
similar businesses aro considered as 
to<!ts. Th<*y aro taken into considera- 
tion in fixing 'rate?. Kates arc placed 
iiigh enough lo cover costs o'C the fcer- 
vice, and usually they aro placed high 
enough to well cover them. So the 


tax is paid by_tho consumer. When 
taxes are shifted tho ultimate payer 
always pays more than- he would 
have paid had he paid the tax in the 
first place. Each parson who shifts 
tho lax always adds Just a little to 
mako sure that Jic comes out-at least 
even. The inheritance tax is the on- 
ly special tax that cannot be shifted. 


Q.—Aro ihese special taxes unfair? 
A.—Xo. On the- whole they 
arc 


fair and sound. Of' course, there are 
some inequalities.-. Xo tax 
system 


that has ever been devised is perfect. 
Taken over the state as a whole, the 
Wisconsin tax system is not unduly 
burdensome as compared with other 
states. 


DISTRIBUTION AT FAULT 


Q.—What is tho trouble with 
the 


Wisconsin tax system? 


A.—The trouble is not with 
the 


character of the taxes levied, or even 
with tho amounts of tho taxes, so 
much as with the distribution of the 
tax money from the various taxes. 
Where taxes are equitably distributed, 
and tho taxpayers knows-what they 
are, and where they go, and what 
they are for, he seldom complains. 


Q.—What makes the business man 


so restless and concerned? 


A.—Uncertainty. It is not so much 


the tax laws that have already been 
enacted, because most business can 
be adjusted to a permanent tax sys- 
tem, but it'is the uncertainty as to 
future tax legislation. " Where the 
levying and distribution of taxes ' is 
based on political expediency, no busi- 
ness man feels secure, because he 
doesn't know what 
change will be 


made next. 
PROPER 
APPORTIONMENT 
ES- 


SENTIAL TO A SOLUTION 


Q.—Does the distribution 
of 
the 


taxes have anything to do with this? 


A.—Tes. Under any system where 


tho tax moneys are to distributed 
that certain branches of. government 
get ever 
increasing revenues 
but 


throw the responsibility-for ,taxation, 
in the minds of the voters, on other 
branches of government, there is al- 
ways sure to be uncertainty and un- 
rest. 
Q.—Does the method of apportion- 


ment have any effect on the kind of 
taxes levied, or on the provisions of 
the tax laws? 
A.—Tes. Where the tax system is 


so designed as to finance the state 
government 
largely 
'from • special 


taxes, with little or no revenue to be 
derived from direct" general property- 
taxes, the tendency of the state will 
be 
to ever 
increase these 
special 


taxes, and to absorb an ever increas- 
ing proportion of the. proceeds, so as 
to avoid the necessity oE ever levy- 
ins a general property tax, for which 
it will 
be held responsible 
\>y the 


voters of the state. Under such a sys- 
tem the tendency will always be to 
reduce those taxes which affect the 
largest number of voters-and to in- 
crease those taxes which affect the 
least number 'of voters'.' 
>

EACH

SIBLE FOR-ITS-TAXES 
••- 


Q.—What should be done to remedy 


this situation and to remove the tax 
system from politics? 


A.—The tax laws should be amend- 


ed so that every branch of govern- 
ment will be compelled to raise a 
proportionate amount of- its revenues 
from a general property tax for which 
it can be held directly responsible to 
the taxpayers. No branch of govern- 
ment should be entirely -.financed: by 
special or indirect'taxes for-which-it 
is not responsible to'-the voters, and 
be able to "pass the buck," in com- 
mon parlance, to other branches of 
government for high taxes. 


Q.—How should special taxes be 


apportioned? 


A.—Special taxes should be appor- 


tioned to the various units of gov- 
ernment oa the basis of their rela- 
tive expenditures. 


"When the 
income tax- law. was1 


passed in 1911, rtakins-all totes ot^all, 
kinds, collected by "all" units of govern- 
ment arid_ adding them " together, .it 
was found" that-of this grand total, 
the state spent 10 per cent, the coun- 
ty 20 per cent,' and 
the locality 7C 


per cent. The income taxes were there- 
fpre apportioned on. this basis—10 per 
cent to the state, 20 per cent to the 
county, and 70 per cent to the towns, 
villages and cities. This ratio is sub- 
stantially true at 
the present time, 


although possibly the state's ratio of 
expenditures slightly' increased and 
the ratio"of thc'local'units has Blight- 
ly decreased. 
- '' 
This ratio of expenditures should be 


periodically determined, 'and special 
taxes apportioned accordingly. 


Every unit of government would 


then receive its proper share of these 
special taxes, and it would have to 
make up the balance of its required 
revenue by levying a general prop- 
erty tax, for which it would be re- 
sponsible to the voters. 
- 
- 


Q.—Would this help to take the 


problem of taxation out 
of politics? 


A.—T.CS; it would have a. tendency 


to do so. In. the'first place, it would 
end this vicious "no-state-tax" policy. 
The state would bo compelled, the 
same as other units o£ government, 
to levy a general state tax to make up 
the balance of its revenues, and have 
to Justify that tax to the voters of the 
state. 


In the second place, it would end 


the perpetual manipulation of the tax 
laws, in an effort to -shoulder < the 
blame for high taxesionto local gov- 
ernments. This would have a ten- 
dency, to restore public confidence and 
to encourage and'stabilize business. 


In the third place, it would tend to 


bring about more equitable distribu- 
tion of tho tax burden as between the 
different kinds of taxes. If the stato 
were not to* get all of the taxes from 
certain sources, but special taxes were 
to be apportioned 'on an- equitable 
basis, it would remove the temptation 
for political purposes to over 
tax 


sources and to 
under tax 
other 


sources. 


Finally, it would have a tendency 


to develop a more scientific and equi- 
table general system of taxation in 
the state, one that would more fairly 
and Justly distribute the tax burden 
as between taxpayers, and one that 
would definitely fix the responsibility 
for taxes and the expenditure of tax 
moneys as between the various units 
of government. 


Q.—Would this have a tendency to 


increase tho efficiency of government? 


A.—Yes. 
Xo government would 


want to levy any higher general pro- 
perty tax than necessary- No govern- 
ment would undertake any 
activity 


for which it did not feel it could 
Justify tho cost to the taxpayer. 


Q.—Might this not be a means of 


bringing about a consolidation 
in 


state administration? 


A.—Tes, it might be a very effec- 


live way. Many bills have been 
in- 


troduced in 
th<* legislature to con- 


solidate state state departments and 
commissions, but few of these- have 


ever gotten anywhere. If tho gover- 
nor and other state officials had to 
go to the voters and Justify the activi- 
ties and ^he cost of many of these 
departments on the- basis of the state 
tax. it is reasonable to believe that 
some consolidations and many econo- 
mies would be brought about. 
FIRST STEPS TO IMPROVE THE 


TAX SYSTEM 


Q.—Would 
it be necessary to 


change the whole tax system all at 
once? 


A.—Xo. It would probably be un- 


wise to do so. But tho next legisla- 
ture could do a great deal to improve 
the present tax system. 


Q.—What should it do first? 
A.—It should amend the tax'laws 


so as to stop the practcie of succeed- 
ing legislatures of taking' away from 
tho local tax units of government 
various types of property for local 
taxation purposes, and of diverting all 
tho revenue derived fiom the taxa- 
tion of such property into the state 
treasury, and carry out the spirit of 
tho constitution by levying a state 
general property tax sufficient to de- 
fray the estimated 
expense of the 
state government. 


Q.—What should be done next? 
A.—As a beginning, a law should 


be passed to re-enact the original dis- 
tribution of the income tax, namely, 
10 per cent to the state, 20 per c»nt 
to the county and 70 per cent to the 
towns, villages and cities. 
Gradual- 


ly, laws should be passed to distribute 
all special taxes on this same basis, 
or on such basis as a later investiga- 
tion will show tho ratio of tho expen- 
ditures of these branches of govern- 
ment to be, or else to segregate the 
tax sources so that this ratio will be 
preserved. 


Q-—How about public utility taxa- 


tion? 


A.—A law should be passed to uni- 


formly tax all local utilities at the lo- 
cal rate and apportion the proceeds 
on the same basis as above outlined. 


At the present time, local utilities 


are taxed in various ways. Some are 
taxed according to the local rate, 
some according to the average state 
rate; some are assessed by the Wis- 
consin Tax Commission, and some by 
the local assessor. 
All should 
be 


treated alike and taxed the same as 
other businesses in that locality. 
,Q.—What about automobile taxes? 
vA.—A beginning should be made by 
repealing the personal property tax 
on motor vehicles. 


..Q.—Why should this tax be repeal- 


ed? 


A.—In the first place, because it 


cannot be fairly enforced; 27 per cent 
of all motor vehicles licensed escape 
this tax. 
A car bought on May 2, 


cannot be taxed that year. The tax 
Is easily evaded. 
Xo assessor can 


personally value and assess each car. 


In the second place, the owner is 


taxed twice even without the person- 
al property tax—through (1) a gradu- 
ated license tax'and (2) the gasoline 
tax. These taxes are adequate, equit- 
able, and can be easily collected. 


'• Q.—What about the proceeds 
of 


these taxes? 


A.—Until a more equitable plan is 


worked out, the revenue from the li- 
cense fees should be retained by the 
state and used to develop and main- 
tain the state highway system. This 
fund should be relieved of all main- 
tenance yand mileage aids to towns, 
villages and cities. 


Tho gasoline tax should be, increas- 


ed from 2 cents to 3 cents per gallon, 
to mako up for the repeal of the per- 


sonal property tax on motor vehicles, 
and the entire revenue from this tax 
returned to the towns, villages, and 
cities to be used in the construction 
and maintenance of town roads, and 
city and village strcets.'the apportion- 
ment between towns, villages and ci- 
ties to be made on the basis of li- 
cense vfcc» paid, or on an equitable 
combination of license fees and load 
mileage. 
y,' 


Q.-^Should the inheritance tax law 
be changed? 


A.—Yes. 
Fundamentally, the 
in- 


heritance tax proceeds arc capital. 
They should not' be used for operat- 
ing 
expenses. 
Inheritance 
taxes 


should be placed in a capital fund and. 
only the interest used for operation—•' 
ultimately! pcYhaps, to bulid up a' 
perpetual fund for the support 
of 


education. But for a beginning, the 
inheritance tax law should be amend- 
ed so as to be distributed on the basis 
of 50 ^pcr cent to the state, 25 per 
cent to the county, and 25 per cent 
to the locality! . 


Q.—Thank you. 
Tou have given 


me a lot of information that I never 
had before. I appreciate It very much.
